Tho Canadian Labour Department is stepping up its 
drive to find jobs for a record 18,000 graduates Icaving 
Canadian universitics this spring. 


In normual years, col- 
leges graduated nbout 9,500 
students. Last year, first of 
the abnormally-swollen post- 
war classes, some 17,000 
high-grade job _ hunters 
streamed out of colleges. 


A large percentage of 1950's 
record crop would be war 
vetcrans, Labour Department 
officials said, and mony would 
have exhausted their funds and 
would necd jobs in a hurry, 


Top-level Department officials 
admitted that the task of finding 
jobs for all would be difficult, 
bu: they sald they belleved most 
graduates would eventually be 
placed.

Drs Anton Mertens and Rolf 
Bunge, sald In the Review that 
the drug js not effective in the

The 
most encouraging results, they

STREPTOMYCIN HELPER 

The doctors said that TB 1, 
used with streptomycin, and 
para-amino-salicylic acid, known 
as PAS, may have great value in 
the treatment of tuberculosls. 

"The possibilities of an intelli- 
gent combination of these agents 
become obvious," they reported. 

Two American experts, Drs 31. 
Corwin Hinshaw and Walsh 
MeDermatt, recenty return. 
ed from Germany where they 
studied clinical results of the 
drug. They reviewed about 2,000 
cases, and sald that TB 1 fs "con- 
siderably Icss effective than 
streptomycin” tn treating tuber- 
culosts anc might be compared In 
eMcacy with PAS, but that it is 
more toxle than PAS. 

However, the American doc- 
tors belleve that TB 1 willhave a 
plice In the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, and that the drug may 
delny development of straing of 
the TB germ resistant to strep- 
tomycin. 

They said that while TB 1 may 
prove an important addition to 
the currently available drugs, it 
will not replace. streptomycin 
but may serve os a helper, 

Both doctors urged that final 
evaluntion of the drug be with- 
held until both experimental and 
clinient stud{es can be carried 
on in America.
